* On the rath, having received: intelligence that the Britih army 

were in motion, and that their movements clearly indicated their inten- 

tions of diflodging me, | abandoned my encampments at Grendale’s 

Tord, and on the 16th in the evening took poffeffion of a_poft about 

feven miles from the Cherokee Ford, on Broad River... My former po- 

fition fukjeéted me at-once tu the operations of Lord Cornwallis and 

Colonel Tarleton, and in cafe of a defeat, my retreat might eafily have 

«~becn tatoff. My fituation at the Cow-Pens enabled me to improve any 


advantages that 1 might gain, and to provide better for my, fecurity, . 


thoutd I he unsortunate : thefe reafons induced me to take this poft, 
notwithfanding it had the appearance of a retreat. 

** Gn the evening of the 16th, the enemy occupied the ground we 
had removed from in the morning. An hour before day-light onc of 
the fcduts informed ‘me, that they bad advanced within five miles of our 
camp. On this intormation the neceffary difpofitions were made, and 
from the alacrity-of the troops, we were foon prepared to receive them. 

* "The light infantry, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Howard, 
andthe Virginia militia under Major Triplett, were formed on a rifing 
ground, ‘The third regiment of Dragoons confifting of about eighty 
men, onder the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Wathington, were fo 
pofted*in their rear, as not to be injured by the enemy's fire, and yet 

~ ta be able to charge them, fhoald an occafion offer. The volunteers 
from North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, under the command 
of Colonel Pi. , were pofted to guard the flanks; Major M‘Dowal 
of the North Carolina volunteers, was pofted on the right flank, in front 
of the line 256 yards; Major Cunningham, of the Georgia volunteers, 
on the left; at the fime diftanee in front; Colonels Brannons and Tho- 
mas’s of the South Carolina volunteers, on the right of Major M‘Dowall; 
and Colonels Hugh and M‘Call, of the fame corps, on the left of Ma- 
jer Canningham; Captains ‘Mate’ and Buchanan, with the Augufta 
riflemen, were to fupport the right of the line. 

** The enemy drew up in one line,» 400 yards in front of our advan- 
ced corps: The firit battalion of the. 71{t regiment was oppofed to our 


right ; the 7th regiment to our left ; the legion infantry to our centre; | 


and two ‘companies of light .tcoops of foo each on our flanks 
‘© In their front they moved two pieces of artillery, and Lieutenant 
Colonel Tarleton, with two hundred and‘ eighty cavalry, was pofted in 
the rear of his line. The difpofition being thus made, fmall parties of 
riflemen were detached, to thirmith with the enemy, on which their 
whole line advanced with the greatcft impetuofity, fhouting as they ad- 
vanced: Majors M*Dowal and Cunningham gave them a heavy and 
galling fire, and retreated to the regiments intended for their fupport. 
The whole of Colonel Pickens's command then kept up a fire by regi- 
ments, retreating agreeable to orders. : 
“ When the enemy advanced’ to our line, they réceived a well: di- 
re€ted and inceflant~ five» bat their num‘ers being fuperior to onrs 
they gained our flanks, which’ obliged’ us to change our pofition ; we 
retired in good order about fifty paces, formed, advanced on the ene- 
my, and gave them a brifk fire, which threw them into diforder. Licu- 
tenant Colonel Howard, obferving this, gave orders for the line to 
charge bayoncts, which was done with fuch addrefs, that the enemy 
with the utmoft precipitation. Lieutenant Colonel Wathington 
difcovering that the cavalry were cutting down our riflemen on the left, 


i: charged them with fich firmnefs, as obliged them to retire in con- 
‘s fi fi y . “ 


« The eeiemy were entirely mated, and the purfuit continued for 


a upwagds of twenty miles. Our lofs was inconfiderable; not having more | 


than twelve killed, and fixty wounded. The enemy’s lofs was ten com- 
miffioned . officers, and upwards ef ene hundred rank and file killed, 
two hundted wounded, twenty-nine non-commiffioned officers, and above 
five hundred privates prifoners, which fell into our hands, with two 
pieces of artillery, two Wandards, eight hundred muskets, one travel- 
ing forge, thirty-five buggage waggons, feventy negroes, and upwards 
of one hundred horfes, with all their mofic. 

* They deftroyed moft of their haggage, which was immenfe. 

« Althongh our fuccefs was complete, we fought only cight hundred 
men, and were ‘oppofed by upwards of one theufand chofen Britith

* Such was the inferiority of our numbers, that our fuccefs muft be 
Ged, to the juftice of our caufe, and the bravery of 


our troops. My withes would induce me to mention the name of every 
private cei in the corps.
